Several 
thousands  students  attended  the 
meeting,  at  which  studentbody 
president  Max  Pinegar  ques- 
tioned Dean  of  Students  Antone 
Romney  about  the  late  vacation 
date.

THE  112  POINTS  scored  by 
the  Cougars  set  a new  school 
scoring  mark,  erasing  the  old 
mark  of  95  points  reached  twice: 
in  1956  against  Montana  and  in 
1960  against  New  Mexico. 

The  combined  score  of  192 
points  broke  the  old  record  of 
169  set  by  BYU  and  Utah  State 
in  1957.  The  Cougars- 40-point 
fourth  quarter  shattered  the  rec- 
ord of  33  set  by  the  Cougars 
against  Montana  in  1956. 

THE  SHATTERED  records 
and  the  brilliant  performance  of 
the  Cougars  is  most  noteworthy 
because  of  the  fact  that  Coach 
Bruce  Male’s  Hurricanes  are  def- 
initely not  what  one^would  con- 
sider a “patsy.”  The''Hurricanes 
have,  fot  all  practical  purposes, 
a better  ball  club  than  last  year’s 
squad  which  averaged  89.9 
points  per  game  to  finish  second 
in  scoring  to  national  champs, 
Ohio  State. 

Only  6,363  attended  the  Miami 
game  as  compared  to  7,057  the 
night  before  against  Oklahoma. 

THE  COUGARS  shot  a sizzling 
55  per  cent  from  the  field  as 
compared  to  a lowly  31  per  cent 
the  night  before.  They  led  45-41 
at  half  time  after  the  score  had 
been  tied  nine  times.
